GOVERNMENT'S UNOPPOSED MOTION TO 
CONTINUE STATUS HEARING DATE 

The United States of America, by and through its attorney, the United States Attorney for the 

District of Columbia, respectfully files this unopposed motion to continue the status hearing date in 

this case, currently set for June 13, 2006, at 9:00 a.m., to sometime in the latter part of August, 

2006. In support of this motion, the United States represents as follows: 

1 . On April 3, 2006, defendant Lorelle S. Dance pled guilty before the Court to count one 
of the Indictment against her charging her with conspiracy to commit acts involving wire fraud, 
honest services theory, and receipt of bribes by public officials, in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 371. 
Defendant is on release on her own personal recognizance pending sentencing. 

2. Pursuant to the obligations under the plea agreement, the defendant has met with 
representatives of the government. There is, however, at least one matter that potentially needs 
further development and resolution before this defendant is ready to proceed to sentencing. This 
request by the parties for a continuance of the status hearing date in this case is being made so that 
both parties might obtain the benefits of the plea agreement. Accordingly, the parties request that 
the defendant's status hearing be continued to the latter part of August, 2006. This is the first request 
for a continuance of the status date following the guilty plea. 
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3 . Counsel for the defendant, Frederick D. Cooke, has informed the undersigned prosecutor 

that he does not oppose this motion. 

WHEREFORE, it is respectfully requested that this motion be granted.
